Natives are Starving While 


Waiting for Belief Promised 


by United States 


New York, March S.—Dr. Julio Henna, 


a member of the Puerto Hlcan delega- 
tion which ihas been in Washington, says 
that the Puerto Ricans will never stop 
agitation until the United States recog- 
nizes the island as a territory, and gives 
It .the privileges of unrestricted trade 
with the states. 


"We expect, and shall insist," said 


Dr. Henna, "that this government ful- 
fil its part of the contract entered into 
by General Miles when an alliance was 
made with Puerto Rico. 
Things are 


going from bad to worse in the island. 
The people are starving, 
We do not 


want alms, but justice. 
I believe that 


President McKinley is in 
favor of 


granting us unrestricted trade with this 
country. 
He has never said anything 


to the contrary. 
In addition to that we 


want permission to borrow for our ne- 
cessities, say $3,000,000. 
One million dol- 


lars would be expended for day schools j 
for children and night schools for the la- 
borers. We would make education com- 
pulsory. 
Another $1,000,000 would be 


used on public works, and the remaining 
$1,000,000 for government purposes. We 
would have It so arranged that nobody 
need pay any taxes for the first year. 
How can they pay when the tornado 
ruined the crops and the island can 
only export 10 percent of what it did 
under Spanish rule? 
The second year 


we would be 'able to raise one-half of 
this $3,000,000. 
The third year would see i 


us with a surplus. 


"You 
must remember that Puerto 


Rico has no debt. 
There is something 


behicJ thia 15-percent revenue bill, for 
not enough money could be raised un- 
der this plan. The $2,000,000 is offered to 
make up the balance. 
But it is the 


principle of the thing that we are con- 
tending for. 
I firmly believe that tha 


Eupreme court wil reverse the tariff. 
In any event I believe that Puerto Rico 
will enjoy trade justice at the expiration 
of two years. 
We plead for the justice 


of trade that will trde our country over 
the disastrous effects produced by the 
tornado. 
But in the meantime our peo- 


ple are starving." -

"Long Tom" from Burwane hill. 
! A derrick erected became plainly vis- 
ible, and quicfe the open fire of every 
gun was in order. In a- moment the 
big naval guns in the cove redoubt and 
iat Ceesar's camp got to work. Fast 
as they could be served they rained 
projectiles on Bulwane and in five min- 
utes the derrick was smashed by a well 
directed shell. How we cheered! Then 
the Boers dodged along the ridge, try- 
Ing to drag their "Long Tom," but the 
naval gunners followed them, planting 
their shells with deadly precision. Our 
guns worked with almost ceaseless 
roar while we watched and cheered 
every shot. 


Suddenly the dazzling sun was ob- 


E<cured by heavy black clouds, which 
broke loose in a tremendous thunder- 
storm. Torrents of rain, volleys of 
thunder and vivid lightning broke over 
the whole region, checking the opera- 
tion of our guns. Half an hour later 
the storm passed and our navy guns 
broke out again, sweeping the ridge 
between Bnlwane and Csesar's camp, 
where the Boers were still struggling 
With their "Long Toms." 


By this time our cavalry scouts 


brought in the news that the Boers 
were in full retreat in all directions. 
Buller. also heliographed the news, 
with the first glint of sunlight after 
the storm, that they were retreating 
north along the Colenso road, passing 
behind Bulwane, where great numbers 
of wagons were seen, some conveying 
their cannon. Long columns were also 
visible on the other side of the town, 
moving rapidly over the plain toward 
the Drakenberg passes as the after- 
noon waned. 


Then we knew we were free at last. 


But wait a moment! A cry comes from 
Caesar's camp—-''Cavalry is 
coming 


from the south!" 


Is it friend or foe? 
At once the town is in a terrific hub- 


bub. 
Troops hastily gather; guns 


train to fight till the last man drops, 
If it proves to be the enemy. It is an 
anxious ten minutes. 


As the column gallops nearer over 


the flats straight toward the fort at 
Crcsar's hill every fieldglass is strain- 
ed to make them out. They reach the 
river. Our guns are ready, infantry 
and cavalry waiting too. They plu-nge 
Into the river, and in a couple of min- 
utes are up the bank on this side. 
Now we see the khaki. They are ours! 
Saved at last, thank God! 


Out of the trenches, over the plain 


we rush, soldiers, sailors, correspond- 
ents, citizens, women and children, to 
welcome our deliverers. Cheering, cry- 
ing, waving their hats, guns and 
swords, on came the men in khaki, 
galloping their foaming horses at full 
speed. On they rush toward us, cov- 
ered with dust and tired with their 
(lashing ride, but the hoofs of their 
horses' beat the plain, like a reveille of 
victory. 


The Natal carbineers are in the lead, 


with Major Gough at their head; next 
some Natal mounted police. Tlu-y are 
only 300, but they seemed thousands to 
us. They slackened the pace of their 
tired horses, while crowds of the be- 
sieged ran alongside, cheering, shaking 
hands indiscriminately and singing. 
Thus the motley procession marched 
into town. On the way Major Gough 
told us lie had been scouting ahoad of 
Buller's army. and. finding no opposi- 
tion, tlioy made a dasli toward Lady- 
smith nud had come through without 
getting a single shot 


In the main street General White

He thanked all 
in Ltulysiuith, civilians ns well us mil- 
llary, for the fortitude they had dis- 
played during the prolonged siege: also 
for the support afforded him in bear- 
ing their privations without a murmur, 
iiovcr thinking of surrender.

Then, raising his hat In bia 


band, the general called for three 
cheers fo* the queen, and the lungs of 
all Ladysmith roared three aa heartfelt 
cheers for her gracious majesty as ever 
Britons uttered. Then we cheered 
Wales, Buller, White, Lady White, the 
garrison, not fof^ettlng the sick and 
wounded la our rejoicing. During all 
this brave White, worn and weary 
with days and nights of ceaseless vig- 
ilance, Joined with us. When be spoke, 
he was much moved by emotion, and, 
though there was a smite on hla face, 
his voice was broken, and tears glisten- 
ed in his eyes as we gave him cheer 
after cheer. Then, following bis lead, 
with every head uncovered. v<? sang 
"God Save the Queen." To close the 
festivities we sang "He's a Jolly Good 
Fellow," to which White laughingly 
acknowledged his thanks. 


It was then 7 o'clock In the evening. 


The sky was rapidly overcast, and an- 
other thunderstorm, with terrific rain, 
broke, lasting half ttae night In the 
midst of this Lord I>flndonald, with a 
large force of cavalry, entered the 
town. 


The whole night was passed In re- 


joicing. Our limited stores were open- 
ed freely, and we ate our fill, while 
our rescuers divided flasks end tobac- 
co generously. The retreating Boers 
must have suffered much during that 
terrible night, dragging their guns and 
wagons toward the mountain passes. 


Early on Thursday morning 4000 


men- of all arms started in pursuit to 
the northward. A detachment of Im- 
perial Light horse occupied Bulwane, 
but then "Long Tom" was gone, and 
all the sick and wounded in Ndomba 
camp were brought Into town. 


Major Crawford arrived during the 


morning with a wagon train of sup- 
plies, including Lady White's Christ- 
mas presents to the troops. By noon. 
General Buller rode In with his staff 
and was given a rousing reception. 


And this ended the great siege of 


Ladysmith.

French Cools and an Ocean Yacht aa

A unique institution for the treat- 


ment of sufferers from tuberculosis is 
now being built on the northern shore 
of Sicily, near Palermo. It is to be 
known as the Villa Iglea. Its founder, 
Comtiendatore Florio, is largely ani- 
mated by considerations of benevo- 
lence in this enterprise, for, although 
only persons of ample means can take 
advantage of its benefits, he has pro- 
vided that after the expense of repairs 
has been met all aurplus receipts shall 
go to the establishment of sanitariums 
for the poor. 


Villa Igiea will stand at the head of 


a small bay looking to the southward. 
Its site Is a magnificent one, 40 yards 
from the rocky edge of the sea, with 
terraces between. In the rear Monte 
Pellegrino shelters the house from 
northern breezes. The edifice itself will 
be exceedingly beautiful and is to be 
surrounded by temples,- grottoes and 
marble benches, says the New York 
Tribune. At night the grounds will be 
Illuminated by thousands of lamps. 


The medical director, Professor Cer- 


vello, has made a special study of the 
fresh air and ample diet systems of 
dealing with phthisis in Germany. But 
he will offer those to whom he minis- 
ters a much milder climate than that 
of the Black forest, and he announces 
that a French chef will form an impor- 
tant member of his staff. A yacht of 
800 tons will also be at the service of 
those who want it Accommodations 
for about 100 persons will be afforded 
at this luxurious resort. It is expected 
that the opening ceremonies a few 
months hence will be attended by the 
king and queen of Italy.

Cuba, but nothing of the sort is appar- 
ent here, writes a San Juan corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun. The 
people of a}l sorts and conditions look 
well, are dressed cleanly and brightly 
and there are no dirty children "or rag- 
ged negroes in any quarter such as we 
see in our own southern cities. In a 
week's walking through all parts I 
have not seen a beggar or any one who 
looked as If he did not have enough to 
eat. Neither have I seen an intoxicated 
person, though cafes and "American 
bars" are plentiful and native rum is 
cheap. 


The American soldiers here are al- 


lowed to have almost every liberty, 
and are to be met with everywhere 
and sre In appearance, manner and 
action a credit to their country and to 
their officers. They have very little to 
do, as the entire population is peace- 
able and friendly and satisfied to be 
"Americanos." This feeling is especial- 
ly strong among the young men and 
the rising 
generation of both sexes 


from appearances will be as enthusi- 
astic Yankees as our boys and girls in. 
the States. The fact that there are less 
than 2,000 United States troops on the 
entire island, with close to 1,000,000 
population, shows the friendliness of 
the Porto Ricans. 


As regards 
comfort in living, of 


course, it is warm, but there is a re- 
freshing breeze from the ocean or the 
mountains almost always and with the 
proper clothing one can be comfort- 
able. We have good drinking water 
and there are four ice factories and a 
fifth is being built. Nearly everything 
In the way of food supplies that can be 
obtained in New York is obtainable 
here, and many fruits, etc., in addi- 
tion. The New Yorker feels the need 
of American cookery. Though there 
are some "American" hotels here, so 
called, grease and onions are still too 
conspicuous. 


The beef and milk cattle are of the 


best, fat and sleek as anywhere, but 
American ways of killing and dressing 
the beef would be a big improvement. 
Fish are excellent and plenty. There 
is no game worth speaking of, but nei- 
ther are there poisonous snakes or in- 
sects, so we won't grumble at that. Of 
course we have summer vegetables, 
beans, tomatoes, lettuce, etc., all the 
time, winter and sumnaer. 


With free trade and the general posi- 


tion of equality with the states that 
Porto Rico is entitled to as American 
territory, there will be an influx of 
American capital and enterprise that 
will, before many years, make this one 
of our states to be proud of. Labor is 
cheap, industrious and abundant Capi- 
tal and direction are what is needed. 
Sugar, coffee, tobacco and oranges are 
the crops to raise, and the soil and the 
workers are here. Money and intelli- 
gence are needed particularly in the 
development of the tobacco and fruit 
Industry. There Is a great future for 
both of these crops hero. Tobacco is 
good now, but with improved handling 
and curing will equal almost any S»- 
vana. Oranges and pineapples of the 
best variety flourish in all parts of the 
island, and before long their produc- 
tion in large quantities for the states 
will be among the American enter- 
prises here.

In the United States the most re- 


markable feature of our present po- 
litical phase indisputably is the trend 
toward municipal socialism. The most 
conservative 
cities are turning to 


municipal ownership and operation of 
"public utilities." In Michigan we see 
a law enacted by a republican legis- 
lature to enable Detroit to purchase 
her street railway system and run it as 
a part of the city government, but the 
supreme court of the state has de- 
clared the act invalid. At Toledo, Ohio, 
an 
independent mayor pledged to 


municipal railways 
is triumphantly 


elected, while in a mayoralty contest 
at Chicago, the second 
city in the 


country, the republican and democratic 
candidates out-Herod Herod in their 
positive 
declarations for 
municipal 


operation of street railways 'and other 
quasi-public services. Even in New 
York city, notwithstanding the in- 
fluence of "Wall street," we perceive 
a powerful 
public 
sentiment 
for 


municipal ownership and operation 
of public utilities. Governor Roosevelt 
and the Rapid Transit commission, a 
body of distinguished and able busi- 
ness men, have declared with reference 
to the proposed underground railway 
system that "of course" municipal 
construction and operation is prefer- 
able to. private enterprise, no matter 
how strictly limited and hedged about 
in the interest 
of the city. 
Grand 


juries are presenting reports against 
oppressive monopolies and demanding 
"municipal ization" 
as the 
remedy. 


Limitation of franchises to short terms, 
such as twenty-five -and twenty years, 
and compensation to the municipali- 
ties in the shape of a. share of the 
profits or—as in, New York under the 
new Ford law— a tax on the value of 
the franchise, no longer satisfy civic 
reformers. "The next step" in munici- 
pal "progress" is considered to be 
municipal operation. 


Beyond question the (true explana- 


tion of these highly significant devel- 
opments is that they are a natural 
reaction from the corruption and de- 
moralization of city governments and 
the reckless tyranny and extortion of 
the franchise-owning companies. Deals 
and bribery and betrayal of the peo- 
ple's interests has so long caressed 
the popular mind and taxed the popu- 
lar patience that at last, and as a 
desperate remedy, municipal operation 
was hit upon, thanks to the example of 
English and Scotch municipalities. Hon- 
est and intelligent regulation, with ad- 
equate compensation for 
franchises, 


a policy that has not been fairly 


tried, and, logically speaking, there 
is absolutely no warrant for pronounc- 
ing it defective. The thought that is 
behind every move in the direction of 


unafcvpal socialism is that honest 


and faithful and efficient government 
s an iridescent dream, and that con- 
sequently the method of regulation 
will never yield the desired results. 
As Dr. Albert Shaw says, under shab- 
by and untrustworthy local govern- 
ment, municipal operation seems the 
only safe retreat for corrupt alliances 
between unscrupulous capitalists and 
reedy and venal officials. We mav de- 
plore the fact that the pendulum has 
swung too far in ihe opposite direc- 
tion, but recognize it we must. 
It 


must be admitted that municipal own- 
ership and operation is now bound to 
•ain wide acceptance 'and be tried on 
a 
large 
scale.—From

Electric Eye*. 


The latest adjunct that science gives 


to tho surgical operator is an electric 
eye. Strictly speaking, it is not ten eye 
at all, but rather •» sort of searchlight, 
which is used tp aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 


Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped 


in their work by tbe fact that they cuu- 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. The formation of 
tho human body is such that in inaay 
instances no light can be put directly 
upon the particular part of the human 
anatomy that ia to be operated upon. 
The eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, but ia intricate operations, 
however strong the light in the operat- 
ing theater may be, the rays lack that 
penetration and power of concentration 
eo necessary to delicate surgical opera- 
tions. 


Professor Charles E. Quimhy, of 


Bellevue hospital, New York, has pat- 
ented this new aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary electric light wire a connection 
is made with this device, which fits tho 
face much in the manner of a pair of 
spectacles. The appliance in itself con- 
sists of two small incandescent lamps, 
which are fitted one above and the other 
below the eye of the operator. They are 
so adjusted that tho rays focus at a point 
sufficiently near the ordinary point of 
vision to throw all the power of the 
electric rays upon the point desired. 


It is practically a portable searchlight 


adapted to the operating theater. T»o 
lamps are in the form of an annular 
glass globe, with an illuminating con- 
ductor. An insulated backing, consist- 
ing of a metal leather lined band, which 
passes around the head, prevents the 
heat from affecting the wearer, and at 
the same time holds the light in position 
and prevents any possible effect that 
otherwise the electricity might have 
upon the wearer. The lights more neaxr 
ly resemble long glass tubes than any- 
thing else. Within these tubes are placed 
the lamps, which can bo adjusted to any 
desired angle. When a direct downward 
ray is desired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in 
the desired direction.'—San Francisco 
Examiner.

This greater strength (notwith- 
standing it makes the teas more eco- 
nomical) is an obstacle, according to 
some of the experts, as consumers in 
drawing the tea will ULG as much as 
tney do of Japans, and therefore find 
iSie cup much too strong. 
But com- 


mon sense must in the- end prevail and 
show them that to obviate this objec- 
tion they have only to put less tea in 
the pot. 


Several small lots of Ceylon Greens, 


made after the manner of the most ap- 
proved samples, 
have been eagerly 


purchased, and at present the demand 
is in excess of the supply. 


Some distributors in New York raise 


the objection that grocers, finding these 
teas clean and uncolored, will not take 
them, as their customers, having been 
accustomed to Japans, judgo by the ap- 
pfarance of the leaf. A cup test, how- 
ever, will convince the most skeptical 
of the superiority of the cleanly, un- 
colored green teas of Ceylon.

T« Obey Them All, He S»y*. Mean* to 


Lone Time and Win a. dl»clin*«re. 
To Break Them and Have an Acci- 
dent Mean* a DUcaarve Al»o. 
It Is an Interesting position that one 


finds when studying the relations that 
connect the railroad employee with the 
road itself with regard to the rules 
and regulations. 
It has a ring of 


"heads I win, and tails you lose" in 
favor of the road when it comes to de- 
ciding where the responsibility lies 
when an accident occurs. An old rail- 
road employee, a member of a train 
crew, was conversing with the writer 
recently, nud in going over it the situa- 
tion might 1» better and more readily 
understood if he were to be rather 
closely quoted from his standpoint and 
in his language. 


"Ou our line," he said, "we have 


many a good mile that composes the 
whole road, but I will coniine my 
knowledge and experience of working 
under rules and regulations as stand- 
ing between the general manager's 
office and the actual operation of 
trains. To follow every rule and regu- 
lation to the letter would make travel 
far safer than lytyig in bed, but it 
would be so slew and tedious to the 
passenger that the time made in the 
'old days of stage lines would appear 
a 'flier's' time of these days. 


"To make from even 30 miles per 


hour up to the 80 reached these days 
and to live up to everything pertain- 
ing to slow ups, grade crossings, sav- 
ing of coal, oil and material, slow stops 
and starts, reduced speed over switches 
and turnouts and a hundred and one 
things to be remembered, would be the 
worst kind of folly if making time was 
a consideration. 


"Take my run, 150 miles, which is on 


the card to be made in 4 hours and 52 
minutes, not such a swift gait, to be 
sure, although in winter, with snow, 
ice and bad weather, it is some little 
kind of a job to get around on time. I 
To live up to every ironclad rule, those : 
in the book, on the card and various ' 
specials issued' every day, you could , 
not pull that run through in ten hours, | 
and you might count yourself lucky if 
j 


you went through upon that time. 


"A trainband has the choice of ei- 


ther making his time, for, if he is fre- 
quently late, he is either set back, sus- 
pended, fined or dismissed, or living up 
to every rule, and, if not found doing 
so in case of accident, being dismissed. 
Of course where no accidents occur 
the rules can be tampered with and 
the management be blesLsd with ban- 
daged eyes, but let a mishap occur, 
and in order to protect themselves 
they jog out the thousand or two 
rules, and if you are found guilty you 
receive an early dismissal 
So the 


trainband takes his desperate chances 
by playing at luck, by using discretion 
in obeying his rule, as he keeps his po- 
sition longer than he would through 
strictly carrying out every one and 
eventually being dismissed when the 
first salary day arrives. 


"In one book of rules upon a large 


road appear nearly 500 regulations for 
the employee to familiarize himself 
with, or, as one of the general rules 
says: 'The head of each department 
must be conversant with the rules, 
supply copies of them to his subordi- 
nates, see that they are understood, en- 
force obedience to them. No one will 
be excused for the violation of any of 
them, even though not included in 
those applicable to his department. Ig- 
norance is no excuse for neglect of 
duty.' 


"Then follows a most remarkable 


clause or rule which reads, 'Every em- 
ployee while on duty connected with 
the trains on any division of the road 
is under the authority and must con- 
form to the orders of the superintend- 
ent of that division.' 
Now, 
if the em- 


ployee has a certain order from the su- 
perintendent that conflicts with those 
of the book, the road has him double 
headed. 


"To obey the superintendent and dis- 


obey the rule means discharge, as it 
distinctly states that 'no ctoe will be ex- 
cused for the violation of any of them,' 
while on the other Jiand 'he must con- 
form to the orders of the superintend- 
ent,' so he is apt to become discharged 
either way, but the road stands un- 
blamed in either case. Besides these 
500 regulations there are numbers of 
rules, about 20 forms of train orders, 
4 hand and lamp signals, 17 manner of 
using signals according to the train 
rules, besides nearly 100 special rules j 
on time card. 


"Then comes the changing occasion- 


ally of a rule or from day to day the 
time of some new rule. With this the 
employee must learn by heart the 
scheduled time of some 25 regular 
trains, not to mention as many spe- 
cials. Is it a wonder not more acci- 
dents occur when one employee may be 
on duty 18 or 20 continuous hours and 
happens to forget just one of these 
things to be remembered?"—Portland 
(Me.) Argus. 


Boiled Salt Meat*. 


The indigestible properties of boiled 


bam, 
corned beef and other salt meats 


may, 
according to Mrs. Parloa, the 


cooking expert, be eliminated if the 
meat is sufficiently boiled. The salt 
toughens the fibers, and it takes per- 
sistent boiling to overcome this. The 
time allowed for a ten pound piece is 
five hours, but as the pieces are apt to 
be thick rather than long one of half 
this weight would need about the same 
amount of time. The meat should be 
partly cooled in the water in which It 
is boiled.

Its Mj-«terlon« Depths Were First 


Explored by Two Men of More Than 


. Ordtnar^ Courage—The Story of | 
' Their Perilous Journey. 


Southwest Missouri is full of strange 


earth formations that are called "nat- 
•ural" curiosities in spite of their un- 
Jnaturalness. The earth is full of caves 
land sink holes. One of the most cele- 
brated of these is the Grand Gulf, la 
(Oregon county, about four miles from j 
iKoshkonong. It is a sort of canyon, 
iin shape not unlike a horseshoe and 
jserves the purpose of a drainage .bed 
'in the wet season for a 12 mile area of 
hills. The canyon is 220 feet deep, with 
a natural bridge in one place and a 
(subterranean lake and river that opens 
at one end. The river only exists dur- 
ing the wet season, for the earth at 
ithe bottom of the canyon Is. porous 
and absorbs the water. The lake, how- 
ever, Is full the whole year round. 


This cave, containing the subter- 


iranean river and lake, had never been 
explored to'the end till the summer of 
1885, when Pat Foley, a saloon keeper 
from Thayer, with a companion per- 
'forraed the exploit. Foley had made 
two trips before Into the cave, but had 
jnot been able to secure a companion 
courageous enough to persevere in the 
enterprise. 
Each man had weakened 


and returned before the end of the 
cave was reached. On the third trip, 
however, Foley had with him a man 
of courage. 


The entrance to the cave Is wide and 


deep. The bed is of broken stones, over 
iwhich trickles a tiny stream of water 
in the dry season. A hundred feet In- 
side the cave the entrance suddenly 
narrows into a hole so • small that a 
man must get on hands and knees to 
'pass through. Beyond this narrow hole 
'the entrance widens Into a large grotto. 
jThere is a steep hill to climb; next the 
[hill descends sharply into a lake. To 
penetrate to the end of this lake It was 
necessary to have a boat so small that 
If could be dragged through the narrow 
passage into the grotto. 


Foley and his companion built a boat 


of suitable size and hauled It through 
the narrow entrance. They took with , 
them also a long coll of rope, a quantl- ' 
ty of matches, some railroad lanterns 
and four torches with cotton wadding I 
on the ends soaked in kerosene. 
The 
i 


cave of course Is perfectly dark. The j 
men used their lanterns till they got • 
through the narrow place, but to their 
amazement the lantern flames Inside j 
^the grotto slowly grew dim and finally 
Iwent out. 
They tried to light them - 


again, but the sulphur of the matches 
would flare up only to be extinguished 
immediately. The reason of this was 
that the atmosphere was exceedingly 
damp and heavy. 
, 


The men succeeded In lighting the , 


four kerosene torches, and grasping 
one of them in each hand they made 
'their way down the slope to the lake 
and stood the torches up between the 
tocks. The torches smoldered like hot 
icoals, giving out very little flame. The 
boat was dragged down to the lake, the 
torches fastened at the prow and stern, 
ione end of the rope tied to a bowlder 
'and the rest of the coil thrown In the 
boat. When the two men sat down In 
the frail craft they found the water 
rose to within three inches of the gun- 
wales. It was impossible to use oars 
fwithout tipping the boat far enough to 
sink it, so the men were forced to pad- 
dle cautiously with their hands. 


They forced the little craft into the 


unknown lake, the smoldering torches 
lighting up the blackness for only a 
few feet around them. Outside it was 
a warm summer day, they knew, but 
'inside it was like a closed refrigerator, 
all blackness and dampness and cold. 
|The water of the lake was Ice cold, 
and at every few dips the- ' - 1 to stop 
and warm their hands. 
. .iere was 


nothing to be seen on any side—noth- 
ing but darkness. 
No sound could 


penetrate the caverri. 
If the boat 


should capsize—as it was lihoiy to do 
with the slightest disturbance—they 
would be cramped in a minute in the 
cold water without a chance of help 
from the outside. 


After a long and tedious paddling the 


boat's prow was suddenly buried in a 
bank of mud and gravel. Foley took 
a torch and stepped out cautiously in 
his rubber boots into the mud. He 
'found he had come to the end of the 
'lake and that a sharply inclined wall 
,of rock rose before him. The saloon 
keeper climbed up the wall about 40 
jfeet above the lake searching for a 
continuance of the cavern. 
But he 


could find none. Apparently the cav- 
ern ended there. 
He returned to the 


boat, where his companion sat. 
The 


two men made their way across the 
Slake and out through the narrow place 
'in safety. 
They had been gone an 


hour, and their friends outside had be- 
gun to fear an accident had happened 
ito them. 


So far as people know, the cave in the 


|Grand Gulf has no outlet The Indian 
traditions about the cave are that it 
was a subterranean waterway much 
used at one time by boatmen, who 
used to carry provisions in boats to the 
Arkansas valley. If this be true, the 
tlver must have been stopped up many

They sel- 
dom see strangers and leave their 
farms only four times a year to visit 
the nearest market town and attend 
the "nachtmaal" or religious festival.

The farmers of the high veldt, be- 


tween Pretoria and the southern bor- | 
der, on the other hand, see much of the | 
uitlanders in the mining towns and vis- 
it the railroad towns and. the capital, ' 
which in spirit and appearance have 
been completely transformed in the 
past 15 years. They raise sheep and 
horses, while cattle are the mainstay 
of their friends in the north, and they 
have gone largely into market garden- 
ing, 
which is unknown in the north. 


They have learned a good deal of the 
world, while the farmers of the middle 
veldt are what their fathers were and 
little more. 


There is a great difference between 


these cattle raisers of the Transvaal 
and the Boers of Cape Colony. The 
latter have been politicians for two 
generations. 
Until the difficulties be- 


tween the Transvaal Boers and the 
uitlanders arose there was not nearly 
so much anti-English sentiment in the 
Transvaal as in Cape Colony, where 
political strife between the Cape Dutch j 
and the British colonists has often i 
been fierce and bitter. The Cape Boer 
i 


has the newspapers which reflect his j 
political sentiments, and he reads them 
i 


as well as his Bible. 
Some of the i 


ablest of them are printed only In Eng- 
lish. His children are educated under | 
the laws of the Colony, and they all 
talk English. His experience of the 
world has naturally made him In many 
respects unlike his cousins in the north- 
ern Transvaal.

Local Bicycle Dealers Buy- 


ing in Large Quantities, 


and Anticipate Busy 


Season 


FEW CHANGES, AND LOW PRICES 


Proposed North Berkshire Wheelman's 


Club for Local Riders. First Meet- 


ing Maybe Called Within 


Few Weeks 


This season pi«"u.i. 
uc-s to be &n efcceD- 


tionally good one for bicycle dealers. 
This statement is based on the fact 
that local dealers and in fact bicvcle 
agents all over the country are buv- 
ing extra large stocks. They are" buy- 
ing \\ heels early sini^e considerable 
difficulty is experienced eveiy year in 
procuring orders promptly, after the 
travelling agents leave. There is al- 
ways a rush in April and May and 
some orders sent in then are not filled 
for weeks. 


The prices have not changed mater- 


ially this year. The racing wheels are 
$60 and $75. The road wheels are $40 
and $50. Anyone can now ride the 
best chain road wheels made for $50. 
It is quite probable that these prices 
will be lower toward ihe end of the 
season. 


There are not many changes in the 


make-uD of wheels this year. The prin- 
cipal novelty in 1900 bicycles will be 
the coaster brake. Some of these were 
used last year but this year nearly 
every wheel will be equipped with 
them. The brake works in conection 
with the pedals. By back pedalling 
just a little the gear is thrown out and 
the wheel goes along wnile the pedals 
remain stationery. In coming down a 
hill or in case of a necessary sudden 
stop, by back pedalling forcibly the 
wheel may be stopped almost instantlv 
and without throwing the rider. The 
brake acts on the rear wheel By the 
use «f this brake a rider saves a great 
deal of pedalling and may coast con- 
siderably when riding along without 
removing his feet from the pedals. 


Bicycles this year are being1 made 


much lighter. A road wheel now "does 
not weigh over 22 or 23 pounds and 
racing wheels average 
19 and 20 


paunds. 


Chainless wheels -will not be in very 


great demand in this vicinity, accord- 
ing to the dealers. 
Those made and 


used last year did not give the very 
best of satisfaction. Especially those 
used on the road soon g'Ot out of order. 
The gears would break ani tht ma- 
chines seemed to run harder than the 
chain wheels. 


Promoters of bicycle meets expect a 


larger number of riders to enter rac- 
ing this year than ever before. The 
number a" amateurs will be greatly In- 
creased and there will be more meets. 


This city will no doubt be represent- 


ed on the race tracks. Last year's rac- 
ing men will continue and there are 
many new aspirants who will don a 
racing garb and try to win prizes. 


There is talk of forming a new bi- 


cycle club to be made up of members 
from this city, Adams and Zylonite,

KEEPER MURPHY ARRESTED 


For Alleged Trespass in Pownal in City 


Timber Culling Case 


The timber cutting case at Broad 


Brook had an added incident of inter- 
est this morning, following the removal 
of the timber by the city from the lot 
where it had been cut. The work of 
removing the timber was done under 
the supervision of Keeper Murphy of 
the Broad Brook reservoir, acting un- 
der orders from City Solicitor Ashe 


This morning Mr. Murphy was placed 


under arrest by Pownal officers on' the 
charge of trespass. The complaint was 
sworn out by Tice Niles of Pownal, 
who had the timber cut and who dis- 
putes the ownership of the property 
with the city. Mr. Murphy promptly 
secured bail to the amount of $30, and 
will appear before the Pownal justice 
on March 21. 


An interesting fact in connection 


with the complaint is that the trespass 
alleged is not on. the land from which 
the timber was cut, although Mr. Niles 
claims the ownership of that land. The 
ttespass charged was the crossing of a 
piece of land between the road and the 
lot where the timber was cut, which 
land Mr. Niles claims to own. The lot 
is crossed by a wood road which it is 
said has always been used. 


Sand and Sidewalks

AGAINST DIVORCE LAW CHANGE 


Judge Slocum Opposed fo Probate 


Court Jurisdiction For Divorces 


The probate officials In this and 


other counties are interested in the bill 
pending In the legislature which takes 
the jurisdiction of divorce cases away 
from the superior courts and places it 
in the probate courts. The n alter was 
discussed at a recent gathering1 of pro- 
bate [judges that Judge Slocum pf 
Pittsfleld attended and their sentiment 
was found to be about equally divided 
on the question. 


The objection is urged that it would 


be speedjly learned, 
what 
probate 


judges were the most liberal in grant- 
ing- divorces, and that hence these 
judges would be resorted to from all 
over the state by those wanting: di- 
vorce; whereas now under the circuit 
system of the superior court this can- 
not be done, because no one can tell 
what judge is to preside at any sittinK 
faf cflurt. 


It is claimed on the other side that 


the tendency is to place matters con- 
nected with the family relations on 
the probate courts', they already having 
jurisdiction on petitions for separate 
support and custody t>f children. 


Judge S'focum apparently does not 


favor the movement. He was seen re- 
cently and he said that he believed 
that the judge unacquainted with the 
domestic trouble and without local 
knowledge of the parties wasi best 
qualified to decide the question of di- 
vorce. He expressed this sentiment at 
the meeting of the probate judges, 
where the bill was discussed at length.

Senator William Tolman, of Pittsfleld
